London, March 16.—Leon Trotsky, 
Ru.sslan Soviet War Minister, de¬ 
clared in an lnter\*iew given at Mos¬ 
cow that "all talk of an uprising in 
Petrograd and a bombardment of the 
town is silly fiction," says a wireless 
dispatch from the Moscow •Boviet 
paper to-day. 

"Petrograd is just as impregnable 
ag^nst a counter revolutionary coup 
d’etat aa it is to the Kronstadt fort¬ 
ress," Trotsky asserted. "Liquida¬ 
tion of the uprising has been dragged 
out because we wish to avoid severs, 
losses, not only to our troops, but to 
the insurrectionists in the Kronstadt 
garrison.

"Amendments to the Civil Service 
Act embodying substantial modifica¬ 
tions in the manner in which certain 
appointments are now made to the 
outside service will shortly be sub¬ 
mitted to Parliament. While these 
amendments will not In any way

BRITISH-RUSSIAN TRADE 
AGREEMENT SIGNED 


To the Editor*—Referring to your 
repprt in your lut night's issue on an 
address by Mrs. K. B. 8haw at a 
luncheon of the Kumtuks Club, com¬ 
posed of business women, on the 
petition signed by over 140 broad¬ 
minded while men of various walks of 
life, asking that the franchise be ex¬ 
tender) to those persons of Chinese race 
who are born In this country, of parents 
who are British subjects, and who are 
educated in this country*, 1 notice that 
Mrs. Shaw brought out the principles 
of purity of race, standard of Anglo- 
Saxon (vcivlllxatlon and ethics of 
Christianity as being the grounds upon 
which franchise should be denied. 

I have already shown in the press 
how untenable those Varguments are. 
and 1 do not propose here to reiterate 
what I then said, at least for the 
pre.^amt.' but wtmW Jtmt touch-on ft few 
points. As to purity of race, to be 
consistent the franchise must bo denied ; 
to the Slavs of Eastern and South¬ 
eastern Europe on the ground that they 
have Mongolian blood, and to the 
Southern European rdees tiecause of 
Moorish or colored blood. As to 
standards of Anglo-Saxon civilization. 
“DO taxation without representation” 
was one of the principles which divided 
the two branches of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. I do not know under-w’hat prln- 
cliHes of Anglo-Saxon civilisation can 
be reconciled the right to take a man 
to rl$iK his life In the defence of the 
country on the ground of his being a 
Canadian subject, because Canadian 
horn, and yet deny him, after his ser¬ 
vice. the risrht to-have a say In the 
affairs of the country. Yet that is 
what we have done. 

As to ethics of Chrlsllanlty the leas 
said the better.

Tragedies Averted. 

To the man and woman In the city" 
surrounded on every band by every 
modern, comfort, and the companion¬ 
ship of other human beings, the lot of 
the soldier settler and his family in 
the outlying, sparselyy/* settled com¬ 
munities is as a seajpd book, but to 
the visitor of the Homes Branch, 8. 
8. B., many a potential tragedy is re¬ 
vealed, to be averted by the "mother¬ 
ing" which Is the fundamenul fea¬ 
ture of this branch of after-care 
work. 

Ever since the Board reallaed that 
a contented and happy wife and fam¬ 
ily WHS one of the most potent mag¬ 
nets in keeping the new settler on 
the land and one of the most Im¬ 
portant factors in making for suc¬ 
cessful farmers, the Homes branch 
has been carrying on a valuable work 
among those pioneer women. 

^ ^rsotieal Help. 

The psychological value of a wel¬ 
coming hand from "official” Canada 
to the ^Irl-wlfe fresh from the Old 
Country cannot be estimated, while 
the practical help given by the super¬ 
visors and demnnatrafors has con¬ 
verted many a ’’green" and discour¬ 
aged woman into a capable farmer’s 
wife, contented with her lot and con¬ 
fident in the belief that she Is filling 
her particular niche in Canada’s 
cltisenship with efficiency. 

Mrs. Muldrew cited numerous cases 
■howing the efficacy of the short- 
courses and clinics which have been 
ci^led on in the various provinces 
as pan of the Board’s programme. 
In most of the provinces, the univers¬ 
ities have provided the lecturers for 
such subjects as home economics, 
poultry-raising, dairying and other 
features of value to the fanner's wife,

" 'Rverj' little mo\'fmcnt has a 
meaning of Its own’ the song writer 
told us," said Mr. Penrose. "It is the I 
business of philosophy to explain this 
meaning. Therefore, the philosophy 
of Rotary should be an explanation 
of the meaning of Rotary. 

Means Friendship 

"Rotary means friendship. It views 
the world and its works in a spirit 
of enlightened selfishness. It Is 
' neither optimist nor pessimist, hut 
recognizes that both good and evil 1 
exist, are actual. And to drive out I 
evil, and substitute for It good, Ro- ;
